Speaks Through Coughlin 


» On Sunday afternoon, Father Coughlin 
violently assailed President Roosevelt's Con- 
gressional message on foreign and domestic 
policy in language borrowed directly from 
the Nazi press. 

On that same afternoon, about 300 of 
Coughlin’s followers—not the voice of the 
Catholic community by a long shot—shouted 
obscene anti-Semitic jeers at the President 
for appointing Mr. Frankfurter of Harvard 
University as Supreme Court judge. 

In both of these manifestations, all de- 
cent Americans can watch before their eyes 
the brewing of un-American treason against 
our democratic institutions inspired by Hit- 
lerism abroad. 

“The appointment of Frankfurter shows 
Roosevelt’s domination by the Jewish war- 
mongers’’—that is the vile stuff written by 
Goebbels on Thursday, Jan. 5, spewing the 
familiar argument that all who dare to stand 
for national independence in the face of Fas- 
cist aggression are “Jews” or “war-mongers.” 

“Send the Jewish war-mongers back to Rus- 
sia, and “Rosie, Rosie, make me a Supreme 
Court Judge, Felix Frankfurter, I’m the one 
you love“ —such is the coarse insult to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and the anti-Semitic shout of 
Coughlin’s followers before Station WMCA. 

The language is identical word for word; 
the anti-democratic venom is similarly exact- 
ly the same. The contempt for American de- 
mocracy is even more thoroughly kindred in 
these acts of hooliganism. 

It is obvious that through Coughlin 
and his would-be pogrom-makers, the 
hand of Hitlerism is being felt right in our 
own midst, menacing the social security 
and national safety of the United States, 
inciting actual treason to America and our 
democratic institutions. 

If there is to be a Congressional investi- 
gation into the subversive, pro-Hitler gangs 
in America, right here is where it must 
start—with an investigation of the Coughlin 
services to Hitlerism. 

And with it, must necessarily go a simi- 
lar investigation of why Congressman Dies 
has supported these groups and is supported 
eagerly by them, along with the Nazi Bund 
with its avowed aim to Hitlerize America. 
The brutal persecutor of Catholics, Jews, and 
all decency in Nazi Germany calls Coughlin 
a “hero.” Coughlin, the traitor to all Ameri- 
can ideals and national security, is working 
hard to deserve his master’s praise.

With Neville Chamberlain scheduled to 
take tea in Paris tomorrow and later m- 
dulge in a fascist feast in Rome the world 
enters what the Associated Press calls “the 
most decisive week since Munich.” 


Its decisiveness rests in the fact that it is a con- 
tinuation of Munich. But the continuation takes 
place under conditions of rapid melting Munich 
illusions. 


From all indications, however, this by no means 
has changed Chamberlain's objectives. It has com- 
pelled him to hide behind greater hypocricies. 

To maintain diplomatic amenities so as not to 
rume Dictator Mussolini, Chamberlain agreed only 
to partake of tea in Paris on his way to the big event 
in Rome. Yet here is an itistance where the four 
o clock affair can far outshine dinner at eight in its 
importance. 

For Chamberlain’s prime value to Mussolini de- 
pends upon what the Tories can offer at the expense 
of French territorial and national interests. 

France can, in fact, say the word which would veto 
Chamberlain's purpose and make his Mediterranean 
Munich voyage a hollow formality. 

But French Premier Daladier and Bonnet, his par- 
ticularly odious foreign minister, are more likely to 
encourage Chamberlain at tea than to spoil Musso- 
lini’s appetite, 

* 

Daladier’s recent trips to Corsica and Tunisia 
aroused the French people far more than the Preniier 
of Frances 200 rich ruling families wished. The 
French Premier of Munich fame made the tour only 
to limit the concestions planned for Mussolini. But 
the defensive ardor of the people, stimulated by the 


monstrous demands of fascism, may make any ap- 


peasement” costly to both Daladier and Chamberlain. 


In contemplation of such an event, Mussolini, it 
seems, has some very practical arrangements 
with Chamberlain's Rome Minister, Lord Perth, and 
with Chamberlain through Dino Grandi, Italian envoy 
to London. 

To prepare the Italian people for this situation— 
the temporary soft-pedalling of some of the demands 
in order to be “appeased” on other initial and vital 
points preparatory to ultimate complete satisfaction— 
the Italian fascist press has been emphasizing only 
certain of the demands. 

On Jan. 4, Foreign Minister Ciano’s paper, Il Tele- 
grafo, carried an article by Giovanni Ansaldo. who 
spoke? for Mussolini's foreign office, in which it stated: 

“If tomorrow, although this is improbable, the Eu- 
ropean situation should be such as to compel that 
Italy’s claims toward France be quieted a little, this 
would not mean that Corsica, Tunisia and Jibouti 
would be dropped... .” 

What Mussolini most craves at the hands of Cham- 
berlain and what the Tory Premier is most anxious 
to give, is a crushing attack on Loyalist Spain. 

Mussolini’s plans in Spain have gone awry. Since 
the “Chamberlain offensive,” which was supposed to 
have reached the stage of artillery bombardment of 
Barcelona to coincide with the British Premier's entry 
into Rome, has miserably failed of itq purpose, the 
Blackshirted Dictator at least wants to re himself 
of a major diplomatic blow agai Spain at this 
Mediterranean Munich conference. 

That Chamberlain is all primed toles far as the 
international traffic will bear in appeasing Mussolini 
is proved by the record. It js, for instance, attested to 
by two stories which appeared in Monday's New York 
Times. One was by the White Russian agent of the 
British Foreign Office, Poliakoff, who writes under the 
name of Augur. The other was by the Times’ London 
correspondent, Ferdinand Kuhn, Jr. 

Augur sought to pump up awe with the military 
power of Italy and Germany. For this purpose he 
reported what is not news, that Mussolini and Hitler 
have entered into a military alliance. His aim in 80 
doing is to increase talk of unbeatable “threats” of 
the fascist dictators who must be appeased. Mr. Kuhn, 
in relating what is undoubtedly true, the scandalous 
and criminal state of British armamen‘s, at the same 
time lends color to the argument that Chamberlain 
could do nothing else than “appease” the dictators. 

eo 


But the fact is that Italian fascism is weaker today 
than at any time since it began the Bthiopian offen- 
sive. The cost of the continuing Ethiopian campaign 
plus the aggression against Span has put Mussolini 
in an economically dangerous spot. Moreover, Hitler's 
victories, helped by the Rome-Berlin axis, cost Italy 
heavily in prestige and material losses. And Cham- 
berlain is expected to make up the difference. 

With the approval of the Daladier regime, Cham- 
berlain, from all evidence, is ready to hand Mussolini 
Suez Canal concessions, control over the Addis Ababa- 
Jibouti Railway, and certain grants in Tynisia and 
Corsica which would have the effect of the first Hen- 
leinist moves in Czechoslovakia. 

If he can do nothing else, Chamberiain will join 
with Mussolini, to plot the starvation of the Spanish 
people while eccnomically succoring Italian fascism. 

It is especially against the Mussolini-Chamberlain 
conspiracy with regard to democratic Spain, today the 
main bulwark barring the way to an extension of 
Munich, that the anti-fascist forces must struggle with 
greatest speed and energy.

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Recent Developments in 


The Automobile Workers’ Union 


By B. K. Gebert 


When the organizational unity of 
the United Automobile Workers 
Union, affiliated to the Congress 
for Industrial Organization was re- 
established with the assistance of 
the leadership of the CIO, K was 
hailed throughout the factories and 
local unions in the auto industry 
as well as throughout the entire or- 
ganized labor movement and pro- 
gressive forces as a very important 
accomplishment in the interests of 
labor, in the intesest of the progres- 
sive forces of the nation. 

The re-established unity was in 
the first place a defeat of the clever 
strategy developed by the empioyers 
who directed through their agents 
the Lovestoneites-Trotskyites, under 
the slogan of anti-Communism, a la 
Mussolini-Hitler-Mikado, to divide 
the union, attempting to create 
conditions for a fight among the 
progressive forces with the objective 
of disintegrating this powerful or- 
ganization. The anti-Communist 
slogan was raised which was sup- 
posed to unite the out and out fas- 
cists, reactionaries, tories, Coughlin- 
ites, Black Legionnaires and con- 
fused people and the spearhead of 
this campaign was the most worthy 
agents of fascism, the Trotskyites- 
Lovestoneites. We must not over- 
look the fact that Henry Ford has 
been decorated by the Hitler gov- 
ernment that recognized in Ford 
their ally. The defeat of these 
forces in general, so essential in the 
present time in the struggle for 
unity of the people, because unity 
of the people means a blow against 
the reactionary,-fascist forces of the 
nation. 


UNITY SPURS FORD DRIVE 


The re-established unity within 
the UAW released the energy for 
the further organizational drives at 
the Ford Motor Company which re-

care of the problems of the mem- 
bership and the workers in industry 
by the union. The factional fight 
which prevailed for such a long pe-

The National CIO Convention 
in Pittsburgh, raised the question 
of organizing Ford’s as one of the 
most important tasks confronting 
the CIO. Unfortunately the deci- 
sions of the CIO and of the Inter- 
national Executive Board toward 
these objectives have not been ener- 
getically 
feeble attempts to execute these de- 
cisions are not sufficient as is the 
case at the present time. There is 
need for a real undertaking of the 
execution of these jobs and that 
can be done only by a thorough mo- 
bilization of the membership. 

The factionalists and all kinds of 
splinter groups within the UAW 
were dissatisfiefid with the re-estab- 
lished unity and were working over- 
time to create a new factional sit- 
uation so as to block any progress

FACTIONALISTS IN UAW 


What are the forces who are at- 
tempting to revive the factional 
situation and leading toward a ses- 
sion movement? First of all at the 
Ford Motor Company a company 
union under the name of the Lib- 
erty Legion has been built. Practi- 
cally every worker was forced by 
the foremen to join and were forced 
to pay $6.00 a year for the privi- 
lege” of belonging to a company 
union outfit. In the Briggs local in 
Detroit an expelled member of the 
union, Ralph Knox, began to carry 
on agitation for the formation of an 
independent union which is to be, 
according to him, chartered later 
by the A. F. of L. An underground 
group known as “the Committee for 
Progressive American Unionism” 
began to circulate slanderous leaf- 
lets against the union, and signifi- 
cantly enough they secured a list 
of leading functionaries of the lo- 
cal unions throughout the country 
and at the expense of many hun- 
dreds of dollars, circulated leaflets 
against the UAW leadership and 
the CIO. 


In a number of shops people un- 
der the influence of pro-fascist 
Father Coughlin formed little 
groups openly supported by com- 
pany union elements and the re- 
actionary forces in general.
